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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the Final Rejection and 
for the reasons that follow. Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious to have added carbon dioxide to the primary references 
because the primary references do not comprise a noncrystalline thin film of silicon. This argument is not persuasive because both of the 
secondary references applied teach adding carbon dioxide to a nonaqueous battery where Ebneradds the carbon dioxide to improve the 
battery while adding the carbon dioxide in JP'431 would prevent a fire from starting in the non-aqueous battery. Thus, it does not matter 
what the anode material is in the batteries, the carbon dioxide is added to improve the characteristics of the batteries. Applicant further 
argues that, according to the present specification, the effects of the present invention are not obtained by using a carbon material as the 
anode. This argument is deemed traversed because all of the applied references set forth anode materials other than carbon. Finally, it is 
also noted that applicant has filed an IDS after final rejection and that at least one document is an "X" document. 
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
